We would like to know, further, if the Pennsylvania Kail road ever 
considered what a convenience it would be to the patrons of the entire 
Main Line if the last train at night left Broad Street Station at about 
12.30? It would be well patronized, as the people who attend lodge 
meetings, social functions, opera, etc., have to stay in town over night, 
or leave early in order to get the 11.55. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad is, indeed, a wonderful organization, 
but your patrons need a few more trains. What can you do for us?

COUNCIL ACTS ON FIRE COM- 
PANY QUESTION 



At a special meeting of the Borough 
Council, hebl on January 22, the ordi- 
nance to take over the building, appar- 
atus and property of the Narberth Fire 
Company was defeated by a vote of 2 
to 3. Those present were Messrs. Hen- 
derson, Leitch, Maddox, Rodifer and 
President Hall. Messrs. Henderson and 
Rcdifer voted in the affirmative on th3 
final passage of the bill and Messrs. 
Leitch. Maddox and Hall in the nega- 
tive. In casting his vote, President 
Hall fded with the Secretary the fol- 
lowing statement of his reasons: 

"I vote in the negative on this bill 
because I am opposed to having tho 
Borough incur any additional financial 
responsibility, other than necessary 
maintenance expenditures, at this time. 
A careful study of the condition of the 
sinking funds convinces me that the 
most important obligation resting on 
the Boron gli Council at the present time 
is the proper replenishment of these 
funds. With the running expenses of 
the Borough at the present high figure, 
even though they are kept down to ab- 
solute essentials, it is not possible for 
me to cast my vote in favor of any 
further increase in the financial re- 
sponsibilities which the Borough must 
bear. Furthermore. I am opposed to 
the bill because it .puts upon the Bor- 
ough the sole responsibility for the 
maintenance of the building and gives 
to the Borough title to an encumbered 
property. 

"In view of the present financial 
condition of the Borough, I consider 
this to be unwise. It may well be that 



at. a later date, when the sinking fund 
obligations have been met as they 
should be met, there will be good reason 
for the Borough to acquire title to the 
building, but in my opinion that time is 
not as yet at hand." 

Immediately following the announce- 
ment of the defeat of this bill, Mr. 
Leitch asked and obtained unanimous 
consent for the introduction of an or- 
dinance amending the appropriation or- 
dinance passed on January 13. The 
amendment proposed would increase the 
amount set aside for fire protect ioa pur- 
poses by $500. It is understood that 
Council will consider this bill as soon 
as it is reported out by the Committee 
on Ordinance and Law, to which, it was 
referred. 

The bill would appear to indicate a 
willingness on the part of those who 
opposed the original bill to have the 
Borough assume as much of tho expense 
of the Fire Company as possible, with- 
out committing Council to the main- 
tenance charges on the building, Elm 
Hall. 

Tlie next meeting of the Ordinance 
and Law Committee will be held on 
Wednesday evening, February 5, in the 
Council Chamber, and it is likely that 
the bill to amend the appropriation 
ordinance will be considered then. The 
next meeting of Council will bo on 
Monday evening, February 10. 

The report of the Auditors for the 
year was read at the special meeting of 
Council and was referred to the Finance 
Committee.

Some Kicks Against the 
Y.M.C.A. 



The United States Civil Service Com- 
mission is perfecting arrangements 
whereby men who are about to be dis- 
charged from the Army and Navy may 
charged first-hand information concern- 
ing opportunities for employment in 
the Federal civil service. The Commis- 
sion has received authority from the 
Secretary of War and the Secretary of 
the Navy to appoint its representatives 
at all establishments where enlisted 
men are assembled in considerable num- 
bers. These representatives are now 
being appointed. They will be prepar- 
ed to inform the men fully concerning 
positions which arc open, to supply them 
with application blanks, to assist them, 
if necessary, with the execution of their 
applications and to advise them rela- 
tive to civil service matters generally. 
It is the plan of the Civil Service Com- 
mission to entrust this work to educa- 
tional directors of welfare organizations 
already operating at the camps, can- 
tonments, etc. The representatives of 
the Commission who arc appointed from 
the personnel of those welfare organ- 
izations will havo the benefit of the 
advice and assistance of the Commis- 
sion 's local boards of examiners at 
near-by 'cities, in addition to the in- 
structions received from the Commis- 
sion. 



Dear 'Cub:
